Wilson decided today

further conferences with the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and em- 
ployes on the 
threatened railroad 


strike until tomarrow when he will 
receive the general commitee of 640 
workmen in the east room of the 
White House. 
In the meantime the committee of 


managers here and the general com- 
mittee of the employes will meet to 
discuss tentative plans now before 
them. 


In the meantime 
the President, 


through Judge William L. Chambers, 
of the Federal board of mediation 
and conciliation, will keep in close 
touch with the representatives of 
both 
sides. 
No engagement 
has 


been made for the managers commit- 
tee but it is probable that the Pres- 
ident will see them some time to- 
morrow. 


The plan on which the President 


is working is to put Into effect the 
eight hour day and have a Federal 
commission 
investigate

ssues. Details of the plan have not 
been worked out but it was said to 
be possible today that if the

roads concede an eight-hour day the 
employes will be urged to give up 
their demand for time and a half 
overtime.

Ohio Automobile Tags. 


It seems that there may be a rep- 


etition -of the trouble of 1916 in 
Ohio in the supply of automobile 
tags for 1917. 
Then it will be re- 


membered there were hundreds of 
arrests of automobilists who could 
not secure tags, and unanimous com- 
plaint that the tags furnished were 
below standard and not up to speci- 
fications. 
Later developed the scan- 


dal and the refusal of the auditor of 
state to pay the bill in the contract 
between Secretary of State Hilde- 
braut and State Senator C. W. Wick- 
line, by which there was to be an 
unearned profit of $12.000. 
In the 


supreme court hearing the facts came 
out, that there had been no compet- 
itive bids, that the contractor was 
not a manufacturer, and that he had 
sublet the contract for a cheaper tag 
at a great profit. The supreme court 
upheld the watchful auditor. 
The 


last result was that the Republicans 
of his district denied Mr. Wickline 
re-nomination for the senate.

Abbott 


Stamping Co., of Detroit. Registrar 
Walker said this concern could make 
the cheapest tags because they were 
located in the heart of the automo-

Getting On the Band Wagon 


The 
above 
phrase 
has become 


lassie in our politics. 
It represents 


a certain type of mind that cares lit- 
le about the merits of campaigns. It 
s anxious merely to get on the win- 
ning side. 


Politicians have always made it a 


great point to capture this wavering 
element. They issue absurd and im- 
possible claims of big majorities that 
hey expect to get. 
Also they make 


a tremendous and disproportionate 
effort to carry local contests occur- 
ring in September, for the 
effect 


these may have on the November 
voting. 
For many years speakers 


and mouey have been poured into a 
few states, notably Maine, that still 
have or formerly had state elections 
in advance of the presidential con- 
test. 


This tendency is not distinctively 


characteristic of the American voter. 
[n England the "bye-elections" are 
looked to for the same psychological 
result. 
Carrying a few districts in 


advance of the- genera! contest has a 
similar tendency, a attracts doubt- 
ful voters to the side that seems to 
be winning. 


The great majority of American 


citizens of course are not swayed by 
the mere desire to be on the winning 
side. They have positive convictions 
and are not afraid to state them. 
They do not try to conceal the fact 
the day after election that they were 
in the minority. 


The voters who sway toward the 


side that seems for the moment to 
be winning add nothing to the in- 
telligence of the verdict, and are a 
burden on our civic life. 
A success- 


ful pojitical party cannot be built up 
out of such elements. 
Perhaps the 


politicians exaggerate the number of 
men affected by thi; frivolous con- 
sideration. Very likely they have, al- 
ways spent too much money and 
energy in the futile attempt to make 
a showing on local contests fought 
out at September elections. 


Under the intelligent methods of 


campaigning now popular, just as the 
candidate speaking 
from 
the 
car 


platform 
gets through 
with local 


compliments and begins to mention 
the issues of the campaign, the train 
moves on. 


There is a growing feeling that it 


does not pay to cultivate a garden,

pointed out that 
now-a-days 
each 


man is his own leader as it is often 
impossible under present battle con- 
ditions to 
transmit 
commands. 


While the generals might still plan 
the actions, the officer scld, it was 
plain that the infantryman, acting 
upon his own initiative in the pres- 
ence of death, must save the day. 


Back of the German lines within 


British artillery range hardly a sin- 
gle house 
was 
standing. 
Embers 


were still burning in the ruins ot 
two villages as 
the correspondent 


passed through. Oflicers said there 
were no Gorman tioops 
in 
such 


places and that the victims were 
mostly French civilians. 
Of these 


the correspondent 
saw 
scores of 


wounded. Whenever 
possible 
the 


Germans removed these civilians, as 
at Buoquoy. The population of this 
town was sent out at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, and the bombardment 
began at five o'clock. 
By noon the 


entire village was razed. 
The vil- 


lage of Rancourt met with a similar 
fate. The correspondent saw part of 
the population rushing for 
safety, 


and a few hours later looked on the 
burning debris of the town. 


British aviators have maue sever- 


al attempts to burn the gram crop, 
apparently unmindful of the 
fact 


that it belongs to French peasants. 
One aviator, 
descending 
to 
800 


yards 
trom 
the 
ground, 
threw 


bombs among a 
harvesting party, 


killing two French girls and wound- 
ing others. 
There is no satety anywhere in 


the zone behind the front. What the 
artillery does not reach is exposed 
constantly to the bombs of aviators.

Buguy eight civilians were killed. 
Eighteen others were

bomb proofs in which to seek refuge, 
the civilians have only cellars. He 
begged that this be brought to the 
attention of the British military au- 
thorities.
